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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 18-29 and 31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In the Amenment of 12/22/04, AppUcant added the language 
"toiv pressure valves having substantially similar thickness to an inlet pipe that transfers said 
gray water from said upper tank to said water target It is unclear what Applicant intends by 
this recitation. Does the specified language refer to an inner diameter, an outer diameter or a 
wall thickness? Does it refer to the valve or the valve housing? The specified language fails to 
put potential infringers on adequate notice as to what constitutes infringement. 

The term 'low'' in claims 18-29 and 31-34 is a relative term which renders the claims 
indefinite. The term "low" is not defined by the claims, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Accordingly, the term ''low" is seen to render 
these claims vague and indefinite. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18-29 and 3 1-34 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
